Illegal aliens complain of too many illegal aliens

BELLE GLADE - There are so many 
illegal alien farm workers in the Glades 
now, according to a U.S. Border Patrol 
agent coordinating a pickup this week, 
some of them are complaining they 
can't find work because there are too 
many of them competing for the jobs 
available. 


William E. Kitchens, Patrol Agent in Ls 


charge of the West Palm Beach office, 
has been in the Belle Glade area since 
Monday. Не said the Patrol agents 
have rounded up ''about 65 or 75" 
aliens who in the area illegally but said 
the roundup was, ‘‘just routine stuff’’. 

Kitchens said he had just come from 
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the Naples-Immokalee area, where 
Border Patrol agents had picked up 110 
illegal aliens. ‘‘They finally started 
hiding in the boondocks and stopped 
work while they hid бот us, like 
they're starting to do here.' 

He said there is an overabundance, 
with the harvest season starting but not 
fully geared üp, and several of the 
aliens who have been arrested have 
complained they haven't been able to 
find work. 

He said some of the aliens being 
picked up, ranging from Pahokee to 
Clewiston, have been undocumented, 
who have no visas or passports at all, 
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while others have beer documented, 
meaning that while they had a passport 
and visa when they entered the country, 
it was usually a tourist visa and they 
had simply used it to come in and fin 
work. = 
""These people write home," he said, 
“апа tell all their friends the streets 
here are paved .with gold and the 
Americans don't want to work. 
"'Antoher reason there are so many 
illegal aliens," he said, ''is they've 
been hearing the talk by President 
Carter about the amnesty program and 
they believe if they come in, they'll be 
able to stay. They don't understand the 
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50th anniversary is next April 


amnesty program isn't in effect." — * 

Kitchens said the number of illegal 
aliens who've been arrested in attempts 
to come into the country has tripled this 
year, with some Mexicans in the 
western states being picked up three 
and four times a day while attempting 
to sneak over the borders. 

He said the Patrol agents in the past 
couple of weeks have been picking up 
Guatemalans, Hondurans, Chileans, 
Jamaicans, Haitians, Costa Ricans, 
Panamanians, Mexicans, and even a 
Cuban and a Japanese. 

_ "We haven't piched up a Cuban since 
the 1960's," he said.

Settlers were sneaky 
when founding a city 


EDITOR'A NOTE: Although most 
of the modern residents know at 
least something about the disast- 
rous 1928. Hurricane which took 
place 50 years ago next year, the 
story of how Belle Glade was 
founded isn't so well known. 

But Belle Glade wasn't founded 
in your garden variety, run-of-the- 
mill fashion. Like most Glades 
history, it makes fascinating read- 
ing and probably no one is more 
qualified to tell the story than Belle 
Glade's own Cracker Historian, 
Lawrence E. Will, who was at the 
scene. 

Following is a reprint, with Mr. 
Will's permission, of the entire 
chapier on ''Politics in the Swamp

Trying to out figure the workings

Nowhere else іп the United 
States, I would venture to say, has a 
region as small as the Everglades 
recorded a legacy more varied. 


"There were cowboys and Indians, 
rieh men and poor, war, disaster, 
industry, pioneers, politics, and 
just about everything else a histor- 
ian can recall. 

The Glades were, and still are, a 
true melting, pot in which people 
from all nations gathered. and went 
about the business of building a 
hearty breed of folks able to 
withstand the best man or nature 
could throw at them. 

One of the “keepers of the 
history'' was honored last Thursday 
night by the Belle Glade Chamber 
of етсе, a woman who has 
done а master’s, job with the 
Bicentennial Committee and other 
civic projects, Mrs. Dolly Hand.

One of the most interesting tales 
on the lake occurred in 1925, when 

` Таке Okeechobee was. closed to 
commercial fishing through the 
influence of sportsfishermen. 

The way in which it was closed is 
that the sportsfishing lobby man- 
aged to get a law passed prohibit- 
ing all seining in fresh water. 

But only weeks later, commer- 
cial fishermen on the lake got their 
lobby together and passed another 
law which legally made Lake 
George and Lake Okeechobee ‘‘not 
fresh water”. 

Then things rocked along until 
1945, when the legislature prohibi- 
ted all seining. in both lakes, 

“whether they were fresh salt, or 
indifferent. 

In 1947, seining was again 
allowed for a brief period, but the 
commercial fishermen didn't really 
know the period was going to be

Walten,Greer, М.С. “Billy” Eg- 
gleston, and of course С.Е. Riedel, 
who had;staked out a twenty acre 
townsite in these custard apple 
woods. Another was C.B. Lozier, a 
vegetable buyer, but we mustn't 
overlook the newcomer, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Buck, for I wouldn't doubt 
that he was the ntaster mind for the 
whole dark plot. 

Those who wete most opposed 
were some of the merchants, Lou C. 
Betzner "Who had a grocery, B.V. 
Pace ,with a furniture store and 
Frank.L..Franz who.ran a farm 
supply place, and also Roscoe 
Braddock, a farmer who lived а 
mile away, practically in Chosen. 
But the one most dreaded by his 
opponents was the vegetable buy- 
ег, Lewis Creech. When fortified 
by his education and a good bait of 
liquor, he could be the most 
ргоѓай most insulting and most 
effectiVé opponent you could ever 
hope not to tangle up with.

Mr. Greer had heen chairman at 
the other meeting, so he took 
charge of this one.

He told the purpose of the 
meeting and outlined the bound- 
aries of the proposed town, which 
as had been rumored, included 
Chosen, and then he called for 
discussion. 

Pace, the furniture man, jumped 
up “What’s the use to talk of 
boundaries? First let's vote on 
whether we want to incorporate or 
not!”

Greer replied, "but how can we 
know if we want to incorporate 
unless we decide first what the 
incorporation should include?'" 

Then Ross Winne stood up. 
“You all know I live on Torry 
island, but Ike West and Stein and 
several other men in Chosen asked 
me to represent them here. They 
figured you'd want to take them in 
and they are all, every one of them, 
opposed to being included in Belle 
Glade. If they want a town they'll 
form one of their own!” 

Considerable warm discussion 
finally set the boundary on the 
section line at Chosen's east border 
but excluding West's store which 
contained the Chosen post office, 
and happened to be on the wrong 
side of the line; The whole area 
decided on was about half a square 
mile. 

Greer then called for nominations 
for mayor, at which Roscoe Brad- 
dock exlaimed, “Before we start 
voting for a mayor I believe we 
Should discuss whether we even 
want to incorporate.

from the nearest emergent vegeta- 
tieh or point of land. The results of 
an-estimate on the short side may 
inglude the loss of the: permit 
fishing license, and equipment і 
addition to a fine and/or jail 
séptence. Тһе mile markers 
should eliminate the guesswork. 
For Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission Wildlife Officers who 
patrol the lake, violators will be

It was 
interesting to me that both these 
names are synonyms for thiamine 
hydrochloride, commonly known 
as Vitamin Bl. Betabione is a 
German name and aneurine is a 
British name for thiamine. If pur- 
chased as thiamine 100 mg, the 
price рег 100 would. be. about 
$1.50. I can think of no reason to 
use foreign names on the products 
other than to mislead the public 
into paying a price that is much 
too high. 

It's always a good idea to check 
with your pharmacist or physician 
about new drug products for a 
straight answer.
